IN WHICH HE TELLS HOW HE AND JOHN 


WENT FISHING, AND WHAT HE IS 


NOW DOING. 


[The following; letter was written by 
" F r i t z " lo a brother in this place, and 
as we were often asked what the '«boys" 
are doing out there, we will let " F r i t z " 
tell them in his own way.—ED.' 


LIVINGSTONZ, Mont,, May 
21. 
DEAR BRO.—As you seem to be in- 
terested in my welfare to. some extent, 
as is shown by your inquisitiveness in 
regard to my present employment, 
I 
will give you the iull particulars ot what 
I am doing and what I have done since 
I arrived in this city. 


Well, to tell the truth, I 
have 
lost 
something 
from tny life the past few 
weeks—leisure is gone; 
that fine old 
leisure that gave ine good, easy times 
for the past two years or 
more—and 
especially the past four months, which 
was spent so lazily and untiringly in 
I Pennsylvania with father, mother, sis- 
; ters and brothí^rs and hosts of (presum- 
ably)friends, in which to dream 
and 
build castles, and lazily doze and im- 
I agine myself more than I ever hoped 


i to be when I first left Pennsylvania. 
I will now endeavor to explain how 
it is that I am at a loss. 
Leisure has 
gone, that, as the above explains, sig- 
nifies that I am 
no 
longer 
among 
the 
people 
as 
a 
business 
mana- 
ger, no more among relatives where I 
can live off of fatted bulls, hops, chick 
ens and last but not least, turkeys, and 
as there is a stringency in the money 
market—at my e n d — I am, in a busi- 
ness term, "financially embarras^^ed." 


As I was in the above predicament 
sh irtly after I arrived here, I will en- 
deavor to tell you how we (John and I ) 
devised 
a scheme to "make a raise." 
After viewing the situation, as it were, 
and taking such things iinto considera- 
tion as the number of men there were 
for the work being done in the city, we 
found the chances for a job "very slim," 
consequently we had nothing to do but 
loiter about the city; no ITEM office lo 
loaf in, none of Jacob Smith's "grub" 
to iall back on for subsistance, n o — 
nothing, and 
it was but a matter ot 
time until I had to come the elephant 
act—put up my trunk. 
At this time 
things very much resembled, my feel- 
ings 
included, 
my first attempt 
to 
make a fortune when I left Pa. in the 
spring of '86''when the conductor said: 
" I f you haven't the money to pay your 
fare, get off ánd walk." 
But I will not 
walk this spring. 
As we have a river 
handy I will just fool 'em, I will get in 
and swim. 


As we, or I, had to go to work, and 
as .we viewed the situation on all sides 
and summed the whole thing up, we 
found there was "nothing in it." 
This 
being the condition of affairs and noth- 
ing to resort to, we concluded to return 
to our hotel and probably something 
would "turn up," or we could devise a 
scheme whereby we could make a few 
dollars. 
We sat around the hotel for 
some time and were very restless, John 
proposed a walk and I assented, with 
the query: "Where are you 
going?" 
" O h , up town," was the response, with 
a look upon his face which would have 
taken a considerable amount of Bill 
McKinley's cheap bugar to change, as 
he waddled out of the door with all the 
resemblance possible of a goose. 
Ot 
course Fritz followed and, in this case, 
I 
don't 
know what you would 
call 
Fritz, except the goslin—being so much 
smaller. We walked anyhow,and things 
looked rather gloomy as regards labor. 
We strolled 
along 
toward 
tbe 
river 
which 
is only three blocks from the 
main part of town, and is spanned on 
the main street 
by a wot;den 
bridge, 
Here we stood perched up against the 
railing which adorns the side of the 
bridge for the protection of pedestrians 
gazing into the beautiful sky-blue water 
from the 
ipountain 
springs for some 
time, when John 
suddenly exclaimd: 
" E u r e k a ! " I looked around in surprise, 
and abked: "What is it?" thinking per^ 
: haps he had found a fish, but he only 
' said, " I have it." 
I 
then 
began 
to 
think 
he had gone to sleep and was 
dreaming oí bis sweetheart in New Ox- 
ford, but he dispelled this illusion when 
he informed rne that he "had a way to 
make money if we were lucky," 
1 was 
anxious to know in what way, for any 
way to get a start again, would 
have 


suited me. 
H e said, "we will go fish- 
ing and sell the fish we catch, if there 
are 
any 
disposed 
lo nibble at 
our 
hook." 
Well, of course we 
returned 
to the ho'el to get the lines John had 
stored away in his "grip," and 
some 
kind a tool to fell some trees ff>r poles, 
as John expected to catch some large 
fish. 
We went into the back yard of 
the hotel ^without permission, and with- 
out looking to see if anyone had seen 
us we picked up a hatchet ¿ind 
were 


about to make our exit over the back 
« 
yard fence, ourshoriest road to the riv- 
er, when an old gray-haiied man ap- 
peared on the scene, ejecting a stream 
of tobacco Juice from his mouth., which 
resembled the entrance to John's tun- 
nel in Wyoming, and wanted to know 
" i f we ask for the borrow of that hand- 
cut," 
Upon receiving a negative re- 
ply he threatened to have us arrested 
for disturbing other people's property. 
But he didn't know we were star board- 
ers. 
We squared matters with him and 
then resumed our travels across lots to 
the river, where we were very success- 
ful in getting the necessary utensils for 
fishing. 


Now we are ready for business. 
No 
doubt you have been fishing, and when 
you started out, unless you had been 
posted by somebody where to go, you 
would 
have selectd some deep place, 
thinking it was a'good place to catch a 
few. 
Well this was our theory of the 
fishing 
business, and we proceeded up 
the river until we struck a pretty deep 
place, and as we yet had our lines in 
our pockets wc proceeded to untangle 
them, as they weie in the same shape 
as when he gathered them together af- 
ter his last fishing t r p , which I do not 
think was a very lucky one, 
judging 
from the condition the lines were in. 
After th is was done and they were care- 
fully fastened lo rods or poles and prop- 
erly baited, everything was in readiness 
for fishing, which was carried on in jts 
regular order of business. 


Fishing was all the go, and I think 
that that was all that was the go at this 
place, or the fish did not know the bait 
was there, as we did not have one no- 
ticeable visitor 
to any of our hooks. 
We did not stay long at that place and 
soon 
were located at another 
hole. 
Here we are a little better treated, as 
we had several "bites," but somehow 
the fish did not like our bait, for we 
did not catch any. 
Well, we left here 
and located ourselves at another hole 
a little farther up stream 
where 
we 
awaited the fish 10 give us a reception 
of some kind. 
John kept pulling his 
line out and throwing it in, as all green 
fishermen 
do, at the same time saying, 
"darn the luck." 
I just happened to 
think 
of the way we used to fish at 
home—"spit on the bait," and I told 
John 
to do so. 
It surely must be a 
charm, for the first time he tried it he 
had a good " b i t e . " 
He then said: 
" I 
will put on a new bait and spit on it." 
He did so and sure enough he caught 
the first fish—which was fully 3 inches 
long. 
I followed with one about the 
same length, and our good luck con- 
tinued until we had safely landed about 
a half-dozen, all of which would weigh 
probably two pounds. 
Now, as it was 
nearly night and we were pretty tired, 
we concluded to give up fishing for that 
day. 
1 told John that I 
thought he 
was more successful at »«mashing" in Pa. 
than he was at fishing in Montana, and 
that caused him to smile the first smile 
for some time, as he was pretty well 
disgusted with what he thought would 
pay big money—his fishing project. 


After we hat! the lines done up and 
our fish on a stringer, we started 
off 
homeward» 
While on the way I told 
John 
of a good scheme whereby we 
could make this a profitable business, 
with our big slock on hand (2 p^junds). 
I said, "the fish market is a little dull 
at present, John, and, as you have some 
influence in the exchange, you go in 
and 'bull' the market and run the price, 
up, and I will rush these fish in, and 
in that way we will make a «stake' out 
of them." 
But John would say noth- 
ing but "darn the 
fishing." 


As one day gave us enough of 
fish, 
ing in the Yellowstone, I had consid- 
erable more in the evening, but it was 
experiences antj that netted me noth- 
ing fur a living, for exijerience is some- 
thing I have had considerable of in the 
past few years, (and very dearly bought 
too,) but at this present moment it I 


were lo offer it for the 
least 
possible 
amount would there be a buyer? 
Nay, 
not one. 
We are all anxious to find 
out for ourselves the ways ot the peo- 
ple and theups and downs of life in this 
glorious country of ours. 


As the fishing business was not a very 
profitable one of course one day closed 
the season with us, and I was still with- 
out employment, and 
nothing 
to 
do 
but loaf and give John the deuce for 
telling me this Was such a good 
town, 
&c. 
I was 
feeling pretty blue for a 
while, as there was nothing in sight and 
news from all adjoining town and min- 
ing camps were verj' discouraging, and 
I concluded to stay at this place and 
go to hard work it nothing 
else 
pre- 
sented itself. 
Accordingly I applied 
on a large building for a job—if there 
was a chance to learn anything, and I 
was put to carpentering, or learning the 
trade, rather. 
It is not very hard work 
but it is worse than I have been 
used 
for the past 2 years. 


There are several 
difficult feats in 
carpentering 
which 
were 
somewhat 
trying for me to perform. 
The 
first 
driving nails, as that was my first day's 
work. 
We were sheeting the roof, and 
Old Fritz sat theie hammering away, 
as much on the sheeting as on the nails. 
One time it was neicher the sheeting or 
the nail, but Oh, it was my finger! And 
how it hurt! It made the bleed come 
for a while and the wound necessitated 
dressing which was done in true west- 
ern style—with a piece ot overall and 
a shoe string. 


I don't think that I will continue to 
learn 
the trade, but shall go to the 
Yellowstone National Park al>out July 
ist, as I am promised a good job up 
there about that time. 
We expected 
to go about the loth of May, but as it 
is such a late Spring with so much snow 
we can not get in until very late. When 
£ do go I shall endeavor to give tiie 
readers of the IIEM a letter from there 
describing what 
is to be seen in the 
shape of natural curiosities, which may 
be ot interest lo some. 


The 
weather 
here the past 6 days 
has been fine, but until the 14th inst., 
we had snow 10 days out of the 14, 
which was also cold, and we had some 
pretty bad storms; but they were gen- 
eral all over the north west. 
In Chey- 
enne, Wyoming, snow was 
8 
inches 
deep atid they had good sleighing on 
the 9th ot May. 
It was snow here and 
rain in the east, as I notice it has been 
pretty wet in some parts of the east. 


The general 
topic of 
conversation 
among all classes in the city at present 
is "segregation." 
That is a bill, "seg- 
regation bill," which, if it becomes a 
law, will cut off all that portion of the 
Yellowstone 
National 
Park in 
M o n - 
tana, and give them a right to build a 
roan to Cook City, a rich mining camp 
about 60 miles from this place. 
As it 
is at present no road fronfi here can 
reach that place unless it passes through 
the National Park, which is prohibited 
by Uncle Sam. 


From all accounts from our sheep- 
men in this section the lamb loss will 
be pretty heavy—in some placcs it will 
reach 75 per cent.—caused by the bad 
weather 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 
T h e 
ranchers expect plenty of hay this seas- 
on owing 
to 
the wet spring and the 
abundance of snow in the mountain. 
We have plenty snow right close to the 
city, and it looks very nice ouch warm 
days 
as yesterday, 
which 
was 
very 
much like haying time in Pennsylva- 
nia, and it always affords us a fine cool 
breeze 
in 
the 
evenings, 
nights 
and 
mornings. 


In closing this letter I will ask you 
not 
to assume an idea 
that 
this 
is 
" P e c k ' s " bad boy or any other boy but 
Jacob Smith's bad boy Fritz 
and his 
entirely original story, in which he has 
simply given you an idea of how a good 
rustler in the west gets a start, which is 
all that is required by a great many. 


As I have given you an answer to 
your query, which I hope is satisfac- 
tory, I will close lor this tjrne as usual 
by requesting you to give pny regards 
to relatives and friends.

The required crew were seamen—men 
versed in knotting and splicm^ ropes, 
beading, setting, 
reefing and furling 
iails, pulling oars and handling tar pots. 
Unless one of these ships was thus manned 
ihe was not up to the standard. 
When 
one of these ships entered an engngcmcnt 
Ic was necessary 
to clear ship for ac- 
tion," which means to eend down on 
deck all the yards, spars and running 
gear that can be detached which neces- 
sarily encumbered every one and every 


One of this class of vessels is simply a 
floating machinoshop; everylhinij is re- 
duced 
to mochanics and mechanical 
theories. 
First, her motive is 
steam 
alone, but of so compound a construc- 
tion that if one set of machinery is dis- 
abled either in engacrcment or by acci- 
dent, she can still forge ahead independ- 
ent of the loss by working an entirely 
dillerent set of machinery. 
It is the 
strongest picture of helplessness to say 
'*as helpless as a ship without a rudder.'* 
These vessels arc not so, for if the rud- 
der carries away the ship can bo steered 
by her same propelling machinery. The 
height of perfection is attained in this* 
brunch with a speed of twenty^two knots, 
or over twenty-iive land miles,more than 
the average rate of speed of locomotives. 
A few small sails arc sometimes carried, 
but not with an idea of motor power. 


The contrast of fightmg material is 
greater even than the mode of travel. 
On one of these vessels to carry eight 
guns is to bo heavily armed. 
They are 
made of the very finest possible material, 
and subjected to the severest tests, then 
placed aboard with a life of about one 
hundred and fifty shots. 
Why so few? 
Because the strain is greater than the 
strength of material can resist, and *be- 
cause one shot, if properly used, is suf- 
ficient to sink its opponent. 
The range 
of these rifles is from ten to twelve miles, 
and do satisfactory execution. 
Imaijino 
one of them placed at Chattahoochee 
River, where the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad crosses, and throwing a shell to 
East Point, on the Central Railroad, and 
piercing a solid wall of steel ten inches 
thick at East Point. 
That is the possi- 
bility of one of these rifies. 
Firing 
them from both sides a distance of twen> 
ty-four miles is covered, or almost the 
distance from East Point to Norcross, on 


elevation, and fires. These captains are 
chosen for proficiency in gunnery. 


The improvements m guns during Iho 
last ten years amount to a complete revo- 
lution, the effort being to increase the 
power of the gun, and the rapidity of 
fire. 
The onc-hundrcd-and*ten-ton guu 
seems to be the maximum in weight, but 
it is believed to be too groat, 
Tlic sixty- 
ton gun, thirtecn-inch bore, with projec- 
tile weighing 1200 pounds^ having a 
velocity of 2U00 feet per second, seems 
to be the ideal gun for our big white 
cruisers. 
Improvetnciits arc being made 
all the time in machinery for handling 
these large pieces of ordnance. 
In the 
new navy electricity, steam, hydraulic 
and pneumatic power, and even the re- 
coil of the piece when it is lircJ, are all

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used in the handling and loading of our 
monster weapons. 


When a ship is in an engagement she 
generally steams rapidly around the en- 
emy, avoiding getting broadside on as 
much as possible, unless for a moment to 
send a broadside volley. 
• There are now under construction at 
the Union Iron Works, ai San Francisco, 
three of these modern vessels—the battle 
ship Oregon, Cruiser No. G and the har- 
bor 
defense monitor, 
Monterey. 
At 
Mare Island navy yard the sea-going 
monitor Monadawock is almost com- 
pleted. 
All of these are to be armed 
with the very latest heavy rifles and other 
modern improvements. 


CLOVEIl IIAY POU SriEEP, 


Many sheep-fatteners give their sheep 
clover hay, and it is a good food for 
them. 
But it ought to bo remembered 
it contains a large percentage of nitro- 
genous lood matter. 
We do not say 
this to prevent them using the clover 
hay, but to remind them that when they 
increase the quantity, they increase the 
quantity of nitrogen supplied, and an 
allowance for this should be made when 
arranging the amount of corn or cake. 
Except for this, clover hay is one of the 
best rectifiers as well as beat foods that 
can bo given to sheep. 
As a means of 
lowering the quality of the blood,Epsom 
salts are a mild aperient,—New York 
Worid. 


Moved a Whole «lock of Houses. 
A block of houses was recently taken 
fromLawrencevillc, Penn., ferried across 
the Allegheny River and placed in Pitts- 
burg with no injury at all to the build- 
ings. 
The buildings were first taken oH 
their foundations, and turned by jacks 
and blocks to a position at right angles 
with the river. 
Half a dozen sand 
**flats" or floats were then lashed to- 
gether and tied up to the shore. 
On 
each float three towers of blocks were 
built to the height of about eighteen feet, 
heavy scantlings were adjusted to the 
river bank, and by means of ropes, roll- 
ers and pulleys, the row of houses was 
moved on the block foundation aboard 
the floats. Tugboats were next brought 
into service, and in due time the build- 
ings were towed across the Allegheny 
and disembarked at the new site. 


FUESn MEAT FOR FAKMERS. 


Some of the advantages of old-fash- 
ioned farmers' lives are not so common 
among farmers of to-day as they once 
were. 
One of these is having a taste of 
fresh meat when desired, by killing a 
sheep and perhaps changing with a 
neighbor so as to use the mutton while it 
is fresh. 
If circumstances do not favor 
keeping sheep, the supply of fresh meat 
may be easily obtained by killing young 
poultry once a week or oftener, and 
sometimes varying it by killing a young 
pig. 
Some farmers may object to this 
latitas wasteful. After all, counting the 
speculative value of the pig after it has 
grown into a hog, its meat does not cost 
any more than the city resident pays for 
much poorer cuts from the butcher's 
shop. 
And on the farm the owner of 
the pig can afford to take it for his own 
u?e at what it has cost him, taking his 
profit in the extra enjoyment he will get 
Jrom eating fresh young pig rather than 
salted pork from the barrel. 
It is by in- 
dulging in occasional luxuries of this 
kind that farmers show to others the ad- 
vantages of their position, and induce 
their children and others to appreciate 
the possibilities ot a farmer's life.—

and the very latest improvements, in ad- 
dition to small mounted pieces for re- 
pelling torpedo 
boats 
and boarding 
parties, and it would be decidedly un- 
healthy for a party to attempt to board 
one of these palaces of death and de- 
struction. 


Provisions are made for defending 
themselves against being approached by 
night. 
The entire ship is lighted by 
electricity and furnished with '»search 
lights. " 
Theso are reflectors shaped 
like the headlight reflectors of a locomo- 
tive and an electric jet of over fifteen 
thousand candle power which can bp 
thrown in any direction chosen, so that 
it is impossible for any kind of vessel or 
boat to approach them unobserved. 
To 
see them throw a coiumn of light into 
the air on a dark night looks like an im- 
mense tail of a comet about to swoop 
on you. 


You can imagine the kind of crew 
that is necessary to man one of theso 
modern 
men-of-war. 
It consists of 
electricians, machinists, engineers, fire- 
men and soldiers (?), 
No, they are 
neither sailors nor soldiers, but a happy 
blending of both. 
There is enough of 
the Jack Tar left to make them a little 
••salty," and not quite enough soldier to 
make them the

"stand

straight with head and eyes to the 
front." 


Their drill is very similar to the tactics 
of shore drill with sabie, rifle and revol- 
ver, and the field movements just the 
same.

DOUBLE OltOPPING OF CABBAGES. 
One of my neighbors by manuring 
liberally and omitting the cabbages on 
every third row of his cabbage piece, and 
planting this to squash at the proper 
time, succeeded in raising two exceHcnt 
crops the same season. 
To succeed in 
this arrangement 
the cabbiire 
must 
be one of tbe very earliest sorts, such as 
Early Wakefield, so that the ground 
may be entirely cleared at an early day, 
and the soil between the squash rows be 
cultivated until it is thoroughly light 
and fine. The market gardeners close 
by large cities on their thousand-dollar- 
an-acre land must and do raise from two 
to four crops annually, by aid of hotbeds 
to start their stuff, and ttie stimulus of 
a near and large market in which they 
can dispose of products on a large scale, 
whfch would be worthless if raised on 
an ordinary farm; still, farmers at large 
can do with profit more than they now 
think 
possible 
in 
this 
direction. 
Squashes and peas can be raised profit- 
ably on the same land. 
I grew over 200 
bushels of green peas and five tons of 
squashes on the same piece three years 
a:»o. 
Beets, cabbages, rye, barley and 
Hungarian are all crops which the farm- 
er can grov/ as second crops. 
But when 
we attempt to double-crop our land there 
is one essential we must never forget— 
we must manure accordingly, for no one 
ever succeeded in cheating his land out 
of a crop.—Massachusetts Ploughman.

CABBAGE WITHODT TRANSPLANTIXG, 
Of all the crops'rdised on the farm none 
depends so much on naturally rich land 
as cabbage. 
The best soil is a deep, 
black, loose loam, well drained, such as 
is found in the valleys of the smaller 
streams. 
It is plowed in the fall, eight 
or ten inches deep^ in narrow lands. 
The first ten days of April is our time 
for sewing the seed. 
The ground is har- 
rowed only to level it, as the action of 
frost during winter has reduced it to the 
fineness of ashes. 
It is then marked oil 
three feet each way with a ccrn marker. 
With a hoe enough soil is drawn up at 
each crossmark to make a small, fiat bill, 
a little above the general level. 
A dozen 
seeds are dropped on each and pressed 
down by the foot to bring the seed in 
close contact with the soil, no covering 
being necessary, 
A day or two before 
the plants appear above ground we press 
twice through the rows with a small 
tooth cultivator as close as possible with- 
out throwing any soil on the hills. 
This 
can be easily done as the tracks of the 
marker serve as a guide. 


The second cultivation is given when 
the plants are an inch high, and should 
be crosswisc of the first plowing, once in 
a row. 
The field should be thoroughly 
cleaned of Aveeds by the time the plants 
are two inches high. 
Discretion must 
be exercised jn thinning the plants, 
If 
cut worms are numerous the hills should 
not be thinned to one in a place until 
the plants are four or five inches high, 
but at no time should they be allowed to 
crowd one another in the hill. 
Some 
hills will .be wholly missing. 
These 
fcbould be reset* Irom the 
thinnincs, 
j iiSlecung 
tie 
stockiest 
plants 
that 


come 
up 
with 
good 
roots, 
Th® 
oftener cabbage is cultivated the better 
will be the crop. 
The ground should bo 
kept loose and mellow to a depth of four 
or five inches. 
Twenty .times is not too 
often to cultivate cabbage for the best re- 
sults. 
Two or three hoeings only aro 
necessary, and the first is the only one 
that will take much time if thoroughly 
done and the cultivator is used as it 
should be. 
Breaking off the lower 
leaves is no detriment,and their being ia 
the way should not deter the plowman 
from running the shallow-cutting shovels 
of a horse-hoe close up to the plants. 
Cultivation should cease before the heads 
begin to get solid. 


I am aware that but few cabbage 
growers 'recommend to sow the seed 
where the plants are to remain. 
But 
most of the writers on cabbage live 
where the crop is not so often affected 
by hot, dry weather in midsummer as 
it is here. 
The cabbage plant has a 
long tap root, so long that the plant can- 
not be removed without breaking it, and 
when oucc broken it will never penetrate 
the soil so deeply as before. 
In 1885 I 
had two and a half acres of Late Flat 
Dutch cabbage, grown without 
trans- 
planting, that yielded 16,000 marketable 
heads. 
Another acre of just as good 
land was planted with the best plants 
thinned out on a largo 
field. 
The re- 
turns from this acre were not over six 
hundred good heads, and the results have 
been with more or less variations, the 
same through 
succeeding 
years 
Of 
course this plan is advisable for late cab- 
bage only, as the early kinds are trans- 
planted, and have usually headed before 
dry 
weather 
commences. —Americaa 
Agriculturist.

The flat cover is the best for all beo 
hives. 
Itcosts less than the gable cover 
and is more convenient. 


Do not take the winter packing out of 
the second story of the beo hive till 
time to put in section boxes. 


When stock are first turned out to 
grass care should be taken that they 
have access to all of the salt and water 
they want. 


Sheep may be rid of ticks very satis- 
factorily by feeding sulphur, 
which 
should be given in small quantities and 
not too often. 


If the acreage in meadow is not suffi- 
cient to furnish a full supply of hay for 
winter feeding it will pay to sow millet 
or Hungarian for hay. 


In nearly all cases it will pay to har- 
row the potatoes thoroughly before the 
plants make' their appearance 
above 
ground; it will help kill out the ;sveed8. 


The fat in the milk ia the most potent 
factor in determining the yield and 
quality of cheese, and the quality of 
cheese is largely affected by the amount 
of fat contained in it. 


Let the bees alone as mucli as possi- 
ble. Decide upon some method and ad- 
here to it. 
The double hive method is 
the best, and will give the best results, 
if properly carried out, if there be any 
honey in the fields. 


When cattle are turned in on clover it 
will be best to turn ia for one or two 
hours the rirat day, two or three the sec- 
ond, so that they may l>e somewhat ac- 
customed to it. 
In this way the risk of 
bloat may be greatly reduced.

A Wonder of Scionce. 


One of the most delicate surgical 
operations ever performed in San Fran- 
cisco was that to which A. Eaehm, a 
patient at the City and County Hospital, 
was subjected recently. 
The operation 
was remarkable in that an endoscope, or 
small elettric light, was used during tho 
process. This was .thrust into the thorac- 
ic cavity, and by its illumination the ac- 
tion of the heart and lungs was plainly 
visible. 


Baehm was afflcted with an abscess, 
which had formed in the pleural cavity 
and attacked the left lung. 
The opera- 
tion was an exceedingly dangerous one, 
and in order not to shock the patient no 
mention of the intention of the physicians 
was made to him. 


The sick man was quickly anaesthet- 
ized and the inflated breast was exposed 
to view. 
A discoloration on the left 
side showed that the trouble lay under 
the tissue in that direction, and Dr. Bl- 
linwood began operations at once by 
making^two deep incisions crosswise, from 
which the blood spurted iu streams. 
Several of the larger blood vessels were 
necessarily cut, but these were quickly 
ligatured with Dr. Stillman's assistance. 
The flaps of flesh were laid to one side, 
exposing the third rib to view. 
This rib 
was resected for three inches, and when 
it was cut away a dark and bloody open- 
ing was revealed, through which the 
thoracic cavity and the space between 
the lungs could be seen. Dr. llirshfelder 
inserted the endoscope through the open- 
ing in Br^ehm's breast and the light was 
turned on, illuminating tho interior of 
the cavity with remarkable distinctness. 


Tho heart worked slowly, owing to tho 
oilect of etiier. 
The aorta dilated and 
fell with every heart beat. 
The lung 
was also plainly visible. 
During tie ono 
hour and a half consumed in making the 
operation the action of the heart was dis- 
tinctly visible, and the unusual sight was 
the subject of much comment upon tho 
part of the operators and spectators. 


When tho process was completed and 
every vestige of pus removed, the endo- 
scope was withdrawn, and the opening 
in Baehm's breast closed. The operation 
was a highly successful ono in every par- 
ticular, and Buehm's condition shows 
that he is gaining strength.—^Klectricity,

The great ocean stfiiimcrs are all 
trying to bro^ik the record for speed 
In the voyage across the Atlantic. 
Henc« unusual carc is taken in keep- 
ing the exart time. 


The British povornmont has a man 
BtatioDcd at Roche's Point who is paid 
to recrtrd In a book the exact time 
these steamers pass his signal station, 
both 
inward 
and outward 
bound. 
Since the acute rivalry botwenn the 
fleet ships of the White Star and lo- 
man lines has sprung up, this man 
has been more than ordinarily careful 
in carrying out his Instructions. 
In 
passing liochc's Point the vessels íto 
through a chennel hardly three miles 
wide, and, as a general thlntr, they 
pass within an ea^y mile of the gov- 
ernment signal station. 


Since fast ships began to reckon 
their speed so carefully, this signal 
olliccr has timed them from the mo- 
ment they were exactly abeam of his 
stiition. 
The outward-bound vessels 
usually go past him 
at full speed. 
What becomes of them after that is 
no concern to the signalman. 
lie 
immediately telegraphs his record to 
the steamship ajients in Quconstown, 
where it is forwarded to tho main 
olHce at Liverpool. 
Both the Inman 
and White Star lines have a man of 
their own at Kochc*s Point to make 
observations and 
figures. 
Sometimes 
they differ. 
But if, by any possible 
chanco, the question of a vessel's act- 
ual time came up in a British court 
of law, the Government signalman's 
figures would stand. 


In a similar way the official time 
on this side is taken the moment the 
vessel is abeam of'Sandy Hook, just 
outside New York, 
The line is set 
by the compass and the telescope does 
the rest. 
The moment of crossing is 
almost as clcaily defined as in the 
cascuf the running horse on the track. 
Passengers 
on 
the 
urans-Atlantic 
steamers date the time of their pass- 
age either from Land's End or from 
the time the vessel starts until she 
comes to anchor. 
The 
steamship 
companies do not take this into ac- 
count at all in their official records. 


They knasv the time, of course, 
that a vessel leaves Liverpool, and of 
her arrival at Queenstown. 
But this 
is not considered in the record of her 
passage. 
The subsidized mail boats 
—the White Star and Cunard—usual- 
ly anchor at Queenstown, a mile or 
two further inside Roche's Point than 
do the Inman boats and other Atlan- 
tic lines, which are not obliged to 
await the arrival of the Irish mall at 
Queenstown, except for a stray pass- 
enger or two. 
The mail boats are 
usually the last to get away from the 
harbor

a terrible talker, brags a good deal, 
and says "Egad!" on all occasions. 
He fights, but in a comic way; he 
sneers at civilians, and is always in 
need of money. 
Captains are of two 
sorts,

One sort is

It was well known that

As some time passed without news 
'Of Sherman's army, the "Blue 
Wing" 
•was sent down with communications, 
but she was captured by the Confed- 
•crates» 


The Government finally decided to 
isend down two gunboiits, and the 
••'White Cloud," a wooden steamer. 


I at once asked the privilege of load- 
iniC the '^White Cloud" with sanitary 
supplies. 
Mr, Plattsnburg, agent of 
the Sanitary Commission, who was 
also at Helena, had a heavy lot of sup. 
jplies. 


As I had a pass for myself 
and 
all 
:good8, from the Secretary 
of War, I 
had no trouble in semiring a passage 
-on the "White Cloud." I do not recall 
as to now Mr. Mr. Plattenburg secured 
the privilege of ffoing with the little 
•expedition; I only know that h« went, 
-and that the boat was loaded with our 
-supplies. 


Tiiousands of soldiers were 
about 
the Landing when our little fleet mov 
-ed out with banners 
flying. 
We all 
knew that untold dangers were before 
us. 
And our heroism in braving 
the 
'dangers created the greatest enthusi- 
-asm. vVhen the -'White Cloud" moved 
out in the channel, and turned her 
prow downstream, I stepped out "on 
•the guards" to take a last look 
at 
Helena. 
My appearance was greeted 
•with such an outburst of applause from^ 
the thousands on the wharf that I fled 
^o the cabin, after waving my handker- 
-chief in acknowlediimeut of the salute. 
We were fired into several times 
•from thn banks. Whenever we reached 
-a point of special danger, the 
White 
•Cloud was sent eight or ten miles in 
-advance so as to draw the enemy's fire, 
.and thus uncover his batteries, for it 
^ a s not likely that if the gunboats 
-were in sight we would be 
attacked. 
Every moment, night and day. we wOro 
an expectation of shot or shell from 
:some concealed battery from the shore. 
But they had been forewarned that the 
gunboats were coming, and so did not 
attempt to capture the White Cloud. 
'The sharp-shooters on the shore fixed 
into us again and again. 
'No one was 
vkilled, out sleep and rest were impos- 


We reached Milliken's bend one 
-morning about /laylight, to find Gen. 
•«Sherman's army quartered there. 


There was a great fleet of boats and 
»the sick and wounded were on them. A 
'tug boat was detailed to me and I went 
^ i t h my supplies from boat to 
boat, 
^listributing such comfort and delica- 
•cies as I had, to the men who had been 
•WQundetl in the fight near Vicksburg. 
It was decided by the medical author- 
ities to send a steamer up the 
river 
•leith a load of tho wounded, at once, 
The City of Memphis, the largest 
iBteamer on the Mississippi river, was 
.selected for 
this purpose. 
A regl» 
onent and a battery were removed from 
ithe boat and she was put in order;that 
is, the filth was shoveled 
overboard. 


I was told by a Chaplain 
at the 


i t i m e there wore so many of our men 
dying, that the firing of salutes ovei 
their graves was ordered discontinued. 


During the afternoon the boat waft 
.loaded up with the worst patients on 
'the several boats. 
They were placed 
in the berths, and under the -berths, 
•and on the floor, and out on the guards. 
Wherever there was a place where a 
:few fever stricken, or a torn and brok* 
.en body could be laid, it was occupied, 
Seven hundred and fifty were put on 
rboard. 


The sun was sinking behind the long 
low line of cypress 
trees, festooned 


with their trailing mosses, when our 
iboat turned her prow up the 
Missis- 
sippi river. 
And never in the history 
.of w a r s did the timbers of a steamer 
l)ear up such a load of despair 
and 
;agonv^and death, as did 
the ^'City of 
M e m p h i s , " as with heart of fire and 
ibreath of steam she slowly made her 
•way against the dark,treacherous tides 
of the lower Mississippi river. 


Long rows of men laid on the floor 
•with their knapsacks lor their pillows. 
Among them was a Missouri soldier 
severely wounded and delirious, who 
all the night long called piteously for 
his pister. 
, . 


His cry, "Oh-sis-terl" was bo plain- 
tive and pathetic I would go to 
him 
>every little while and ask: 


* " W h a t do you want?" 
" I am glad you have como—I w a n t 


a drink of water." 


When the water waí» g i r e n h e would 


remain quiet for a little time, 
^ 


The next morning, as soon as it was 
light, ho was taken to the amputating 
table and one of his limbs sawed off 
above the knee. 


Ho sank very low under tho operii- 
tion—so low that no attempt was made 
to remove him from tno table. 
The surgeon said to me: 
"Get him to take some food or drink 
if you can, ho is sinking very fast." 


I offered him every delicacy in my 
posession, but he turned away in dis^ 
gust. 
There had been some of my 
supplies 
transferred to this ^ boat. 
Among them, while working with the 
men on the lower deck and helping 
dress their wounds, I found a barrel of 
sauerkrout. 
I allowed tho attendants 
to open it, but afterwards, as I cnmc 
up to the upper cabin, called the sur- 
geon's attention to it, so as not to 
bt 
blamed in the matter 
if the results 
were bad. 
It happened 
that the 
results were bad. 
It happened that I 
met him near tho amputating table 
As I passed the patient I tamed to 
give him a sympathetic l^ook. Ho 
beckoned to me, and I hastened 2 
him. "I want some kraut," ho said. 


I stepped over to where the surgeon 
^vas ministering to a man, and ques* 
tioned as to whether it was best to 
grant his request. '^Give him anything 
lie wants—ho can't live, any way," was I 
the answer, 


I sent the attendant down to get the 
kraut, and he brought up a big 
tin 
cup full and placed it on his 
breast 
and went his way. Shortly afterwards 
passing that way I noticed him. Fee- 
bly, ravenously, he was trailing the 
krout to his mouth, and I never saw 
any one eat as much krout as ho did 
in all my life. 
He never stopped until 
he emptied the cup. 
No one attempt- 
ed to hinder him, as it was cxpected 
ho would die soon. 
From that hour 
he began to mend, and by the time we 
renched St. Louis, his case was con- 
sidered hopeful. 


Months afterwards, as I was passing 
through one of the St. Louis hospitals, 
I hea°d -the thud, thud 
of ciutches 
coming after me, 
I turned to see who 
was following me, and a. merry voice 
greeted me. 


^'Here's your sauerkraut man! Here s 
your sauerkraut man!" 
And there, 
sure enough, was my Missouri soldier, 
able to get around lively on crutches, 
and as blithe and merry as if he had 
never felt the keen edge of the sur-

ICE, says Frank G. 
Carpenter in the Am- 
erican Farmer, is tho 
bread 
of 
tho 
Far 
East, and of all tho 
people^in the world 
ore-third grow up, 
work, and 
die on 
little else than a rice 
diet. 
The Chinese, 
the JajMinese, and the 
East Indians 
know 
\ nothing 
of 
baker's 
bread, and wheaten 
flour is hardly used 
outside of Christendom. 
We are our- 
selves the chief meat-eaters o( the world, 
and we have tho idea that a man can- 
not do good work without meat. 
Tho 
farmer of China and Japan works twelve 
hours every day ou a rice diet, and I 
have been pulled all day in jinrikshas by 
bare-legged men who ran at tho rate of 
five miles an hour, and who ate nothing 
but rice and pickles to keep them going. 
Some of the strongest men in the world 
arc the Japanese wrestlers, whoso fat 
and muscle are made entirely from rice; 
and in Siam they take a baby of a few 
months old and it begins the rice food, 
which it takes to the day of its death. 
The Japanese look upon rice as we do 
upon wheat. 
Our expression ''as good 
as wheat'» is with them '^as good ^s 


r i c e , " and for a long time all the taxes 
of tho country were paid in rice, and 
rice was practically the money of Japan. 
Now the Emperor collects his taxes in 
the same way that wo do. 
He has in- 
stituted a banking system, much like 
t h a t of our Katior^ai 
banks, 
but 
the 
money received by 
the Government is 
largely the result of 
the taxes on rice, 
and eighty per cent, 
of all the revenues of 
J a p a n e s e p l o w . 
Japan are gotten from the farmers and 
iarm industries. 


The Japanese are among the best 
farmers of the world. 
They understand 
how to use manures and fertilizers, and 
they have brought irrigation down to a 
science. 
For more than 2000 years they 
have tilled the same soil over and over 
ajrain, and to-day the land blossoms like 


have but few horses, and tho most of the 
labor is done by hand. 
Tho fields are 
sometimes plowed with bullocks, 
but 
they are moro often spaded or dug over 
with a great mattock, and in tho cultiva- 
tion of rice nearly everytliing is done by 
hand. 


The work begins about tho 1st of 
April, when the ground is broken up 
with tho hoc or tho plow. 
If tho plow 
is used it is drawn by a bullock, and tho 
plow itself is for all the world liko that 
used in Egypt in thd timo of Pharaohs. 
It is of wood, and is moro liko a forked 
stick than a good American plow. 
It 
has an iron point for a plowshare, but 
there is no loam-board, nor any arrange- 
ments for turning furrows or for plow- 
ing deep or shallow at will. Tho farmer 
carries his plow with him on his shoulder 
to the field, walking behind bis bullock, 
and he does not hope tp do anything 
moro than break tho surface with it. 
Tho chief part of the work is done with 
the spade or with the mattocic. 
This 
last has a short handle, and you sec all 
over Japan during tho springtime men 
and women staudini; up to their knees 
in water and digging up the ground with 
these great hoes. 


The first thine; in rice-planting is the 
nursery. 
This is usually made in tho 
corner of the field and tho seed is sown 
in it. 
Tho bed has been first covered

with manure, and it is always the richest 
part of tho farm. As soon as tho ground 
has been prepared tho seed is scattered 
over its surface by hand, and tho water 
is then let out from the irrigation canals 
so that it covers the bed for a depth of 
a few inches. 
There is great carc in the 
selection of the seed, and it is sometimes 
kept under water several days before- 
hand, 
Four or five days after the seed 
has been sown it begins to sprout, and 
about five weeks later tho young rice 
plants have grown up and are ready for 
transplanting. 
During 
the 
planting 
scarecrows are put up in the field, an(i 
the Japanese scarecrow always has a bow 
and arrow, which it is supposed frighten 
the birds away. 


In the meantime the farmer has put 
his rice lands in order. 
His beds are 
made at different levels, and he has seen 
that little earth walls have been thrown

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the rose, and its fields are greener than 
those oi the Valley of the Nile. 
The 
whole country looks like a garden, and 
Japanese farming is more like market- 
gurdening than 
bonanza 
agriculture. 
The country is divideJ up into small 
holdings, and a few acres suffice to sup- 
port a family. The people do not^in 
many cases live upon their farms. 
You 
find little villages ol" one and two story 
cottages thatched with straw along the 
roads, and Irom these people go out to 
the fields, and men, women and children 
•work together in them. 
A surprising 
thing about the farm lands to us is the 
absence of barns. 
The Japanese would 
look upon the big barns of New York, 
Pennsylvania, and Ohio as so many Bud- 
dhist temples, and they would got down 
on their knees and bump tbeir heads 
anainst the ground as they past them, 
l^he crops are generally taken from the 
lields to the markets, and such grain as is 
kept is stored about the house. 
Tho 
Japanese do not require barns as we do. 
Tliey keep but little stock, and in four- 
fifths of Japan you will not see a cow

up around the divisions of his fields and 
has arranged his canals so that he can 
let the water from one place 10 another 
as he pleases. 
He has been manurm« 
the ground throughout the winter, and 
he has made it as level as tho floor. Ho 
has flooded it with water, and it is as 
soft as mush when he is ready to plant. 
He now takes his shoots from the nursery, 
ties them into bunches of a size that you 
can easily take In your hand, and then 
wading through the field, scatters them 
singly right and left over the water 
where they are needed. He has a number 
of men and women to help him plant,and 
these take tho bunches and set them 
out in rows of from four to six plants in 
a bunch, and so that there aro from 
1500 to 3000 bunches in an acre. 
This 
planting is done about the first of June. 
The plants begin to grow at once, and 
within a few weelcs tho land of Japan, 
from being rough and brown, has become 
a most beautiful green. 
The country has 
a climate which is extremely favorable to 
ai^riculture. 
It is so moist and warm in 
the summer that tho rice fields aro liko 
so many hot beds, and after planting the 
only thing that is necessary to do is to 
to see that they are kept free from weeds 
and are well watered. The farmers watch 
thorn as carefully as an old maid does her 
pet flower bed. 
You may at any time 
see men trotting along under big hats 
watching closely every plant, and if one 
is out of shape, too deep in the water, or 
not deepeuougb, thty will push them 
down or pull the mud up to them jn such 
a way that every plant produces its best 
product. 
,

Tho labor of planting a rice field is very 


rrreat. 
If you will take all the blades or 


sprouts in a field of oats or grain and put 
them down in tho ground again with a 


It is 'tho same with tho harvesting- 
It is also dono by hand. 
Tho rice blos- 
•oms in September, and about the end 
of September or tho first of October, and 
in somo parts of Japan still lator, tho 
harvest is ripe. 
Tho sickle is used and 
the rice is cut off doso to tho ground and 
tied uear tho roots in small bunches, 
which aro hung over poles to dry. 
Tho 
rico is about as high as our oats when it 
is still in tho field, and it has to bo 
pulled from tho straw and husked bo- 
fore it can bo used. 
If you will take a 
bundle of oats and pull them through a 
cross-cut saw, fastened to a piece of 
wood about tho hight of a table, so that 
all tho grains of oats are pulled oil, you 
will got a fair idea of how tho Japanese 
get their rico from the straw. 
It is still 
in tho shell, however, and this busk or 
shell has to bo taken oil before it can bo 
used. One of the most common arrangiò 
monts for getting this oii is an immenso 
mortar, in which tho rice grains aro put 
and pounded with a wooded pestio until 
tho hulls and kernels aro separated. Then 
tho mixture is put into a winnowing 
machine, and this is turned by hand to 
separate tho rico from the chalT. 
Many 
of tho farmers have little rice mills which 
work by water, but nearly everything is 
on tho smallest scale, and there aro no 
great rice-husking and polishing ma- 
chinos such as you will find in India, 
Burmah and tho other great rice coun- 
tries of the world, 


A good rice field ought to produco 
about forty bushels to tho aero, and 
aome of these Jiipaneso fields produco 
moro. 
The country of Japan produces 
nearly a hundred 
and fifty millioa 
bushels of rice a year, and their rice is 
the finest in the world. 
It may surprise 
some to know that thoro are dlHoront 
kinds of rice, but Japan alone has over 
200 kinds, and there is as much differ* 
once in the quality as there is in the 
quality of meat and potatoes, 
Tho 
Japanese understand the possibilities of 
irrigation. 
These rice beds aro on dif- 
ferent levels, and during the time I was 
in Japan tho land made mo think of a 
gigantic patch-work or one of nature's 
crazv-quilts. 
Each little spot of green 
rico had flowers planted upon the little 
walls of earth which surrounded it, and 
between the patches of lice wore gardens 
of beautiful flowers and many colored 
crops of other kinds. 
The water which 
washed tho roots of the green rice planta 
sparkled like diamonds under the sun, 
and tho bare-le¿íged farmers under their 
big hats with their mahogany legs shin- 
ing out over the green seemed a natural 
part of the scene. 


A great deal of the irrigation of Japan 
is done by human labor. Tho water ia 
raised from one level to another in buckets 
or m jars fastened to great wheels upon 
which men stand and step up from one 
rung of the wheel to the other with much 
the same motion a dog in a dog churn. 
In tho western part of Japan a great deal 
of the water is drawn from wolls by means 
of a long handled pole hung on a pivot, 
by which a man pumps tho water out of 
the ground and spreads it over tho fields. 
Labor in Japan is very cheap. 
You can 
get a good man in the interior from tea 
to fifteen cents a day, and he will board 
himself. 
Women can bo gotten at still 
lower wages, and the result is that tho 
farming of Japan is far moro intensivo 
thöfn ours, and a much greater percentage 
is gotten from tho acre. 
Some of tho 
fields produce two and three crops a year, 
and one crop is scarcely harvested betöre 
the next is put in. 
This, however, ia 
not tho case with rice. 
It seems to ex- 
haust the land and rice lands aro usually 
allowed to lie fallow in the winter. 


During the past ten years Japan has 
changed agriculturally as well as politi- 
cally, and since the revolution it has be- 
come a different country. 
It has a popu- 
lation of about 38,000,000, and it is es- 
timated that only ten per cent, of the 
country is given up to farming; but this 
area will be rapidly increased from now 
on. 
Thoro is a big agricultural college 
near Tokio, and agricultural schools have 
been cstabhshed in different parts of the 
Empire. 
Experiments aro being made in 
tho introduction of stock, and the whole 
physical as well as the intellectual life of 
the people is changing. 
The fact that 
the Japanese were Buddhists has greatly 
prejudiced them against the use of meat. 
In Buddhism, a man's soul after death ia 
liable to go into tho body of an animal, 
and tho 
Japaneso 
have a 
prejudice 
against serving up for breakfast slices 
of their ancestors, and in the killing 
of 
a 
cow 
or 
sheep 
they 
might 
be cutting off the life of a grandfather or 
a great-grand mother; 
Buddhism is, I 
think, declining. 
Tho contact 
with 
Western civilization has caused tho peo- 
ple to give up many of their old proju- 
dicea, and while they huvo largely be- 
come infidels instead of Christians, after 
leaving tho religion of their fathers they 
aro ready to Ipok at things in a praistical 
light, and they will in the future proba- 
bly be meat-eaters as well as rice-eaters»
